COLLIEE FAMILY.

I. York county Colliers: The records of Brunswick throw 
some further light upon this branch : 

In 1751, Isaac Collier, of Brunswick county, made a deed to 
Thomas Collier, his son, of same county. This proves that Isaac 
Collier, as well as his son Thomas moved to Brunswick. This 
deed is witnessed by Andrew Froughton, Vines Collier and John 
Dunn. 

Isaac Collier made his will July 8, 1771, and it was proved 
October 28, 1771. It names wife Ann, sons Myhill, Vines, Thos.,

Charles, Isaac, daughters, Elizabeth Smith, Judith Hicks and 
Ann Collier. 

There is also the marriage bond of Myhill Collier and Tabitha 
Harrison, daughter of Benjamin Harrison. Witnessed by Mr. 
Fisher, Eeuben Booth and Charles Collier. Dated 26 November, 
1769. 

Mr. John L. Hardeman, of Macon, Ga., writes as follows : 

"Vines Collier moved to Georgia and settled in Wilkes county, in a 
portion that was afterwards formed into Oglethorpe; there he died 
Sept. 11, 1795, as I learn from an affidavit attached to his will. His 
children were Betsy Dunn, Sally Smith, Polly Owens, Ann or Nancy 
Hardeman (my great-grandmother), Isaac, Thomas, John, William, 
Vines, Benjamin, Williamson, Robert and Cuthbert. Nancy or Ann mar- 
ried John Hardeman, who was the son of John or Thomas Hardeman and 
Dorothy or Judith Edwards of Virginia. Robert and Isaac were both 
members of the Georgia Legislature, and so the grandsons Robert V. 
Hardeman and Benjamin Hardeman, both serving in the State Senate 
and House of Representatives, and his great-grandsons Sam H. Harde- 
man, Thomas and Robert U. Hardeman also in the Legislature, Thomas 
in both Houses, and Robert in the Lower House. Thomas, Jr., twice 
represented the State in United States Congress, and his younger brother 
Robert U. was for twelve years State Treasurer, and S. H. Hardeman 
was Judge of the County Court of Wilkes county. Robert V. Hardeman 
was for years Judge of the Superior Court, Comulgee Circuit. The fol- 
lowing members of the family were justices or judges: Robert Harde- 
man, of Oglethorpe county; Ben Collier, of Upson; B. F. Hardeman, 
Jack Hardeman, R. V. Hardeman, Vines and Thomas Hardeman." 

II. Colliers of New Kent and King and Queen counties, Va. : 
We have seen that William Collier, "citizen and weaver of 
London," settled in New Kent county, at an early day. He was 
undoubtedly the father of Charles Collier, of King and Queen, 
cut out of New Kent in 1691. Charles Collier was father of John 
Collier, who appears to have married the daughter of Francis 
Ironmonger and Elizabeth his wife, who married, secondly, Wil- 
liam Barnett. There is in the Ludwell manuscripts the title of 
a suit in the General Court in 1722 between "John Collier, an 
infant by John Collier, his father, and Richard, James, Samuel, 
George and Francis Major by George Major, their father, and 
William Barnett and Eliza his wife, late Elizabeth Ironmonger, 
executrix of Francis Ironmonger." 

There is preserved the will of John Collier, Jr., of Hanover 
county, dated September 26, 1749, which names sons Thomas, 
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John, Joseph, daughters Elizabeth Ironmonger Collier, Frances 
and Sally; "to my mother-in-law Ann Collier, of King and 
Queen county, the part of that tract that was given me by my 
grandfather Charles Collier, of King and Queen," sister-in-law 
Martha Gaines. Appoints George Morriss and David Crawford 

executors. Witnesses Thomas Harris, Stephen Harris and

The original will is in the hands of Mrs. Walter S. Osborne, 
of Mason county, Ky. She is descended from Thomas Collier, 
oldest son of John. Patrick Henry, as governor of the common- 
wealth, granted to Thomas Collier for military services, as cap- 
tain in the Eevolution, 3,000 acres in Mason county, Ky., on a 
part of which some of his descendants live. He married Mary 
Dabney, of Hanover county. 

The papers of a suit preserved in the clerk's office in Williams- 
burg show that Francis Gaines, of King and Queen county, made 
his will and died in 1774, leaving nine children, Francis, Cathe- 
rine, wife of Charles Collier, Mary Spencer, Hannah, Thomas, 
Harry, Betty, Ann and Patty Gaines He made his widow Betty 
Gaines and brother Eobert executors. 

III. Colliers of Surry county : There are numerous wills of this 
family on record in Surry and Brunswick counties.

1 Eichakd 1 Keener married Elizabeth, daughter of Mathew 
Eodham (deed of gift recorded in Northumberland county, 
1664). Her sister Hannah married Capt. Christopher Neale. 
He was burgess in 1691, with rank of captain, burgess in 1701 
with rank of major. He had issue: 2 Rodham, 3 Richard, 4 
Francis, 5 John, 6 Matthew, who had Francis ; 7 Elizabeth, born 
December 18, 1681, married Des Buttes; 8 Frances, married

2 Ehodam 2 Kenner (Eichard 1 ) was born March 23, 1671, and 
his will was proved in Northumberland August 21, 1706. He is 
styled Capt. Eod Kenner, where he also appears as member of the 
House of Burgesses from Northumberland county in 1697. He 
was also justice and sheriff of Northumberland. He married 
Hannah Fox, born July 25, 1671, daughter of Capt. David Fox 
and Hannah Ball, and had issue, 10 Elizabeth, 11 Hannah, born
